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Protests mark May Day around the world 


Tens of tKousands ot people 
across the globe hit the streets 
yesterday tor mass rallies mark¬ 
ing International WorkeiV Day. 

May Day, also kiiown as fn- 
ternational Workers’ Day, is be¬ 
ing celebrated around the wo^ld^ 
with several cities participating 
in mass demonstrations and pro¬ 
tests. Many Enropean and Asian 
stock markets are closed, to mark 
this occasion. 


May Day is a pnblic holiday in 
more than 30 countries. The day 
commemorates the stmge;le that 
Chicago workei's, iinionists and 
reformers went through in 1336 
to fight tor an eight-no nr work 
day. violent protests broke out 
on May 1. l3o6 as 35,000 work¬ 
ers rail red on the streets in Chi¬ 
cago to demand better working 
hours. 

Tens of thousands of people 
have taken to the streets around 
the world, including in Turkey 
Hong Kong, Moscow and Jakar¬ 


ta. 


In Istanbul, police yesterday 
dispersed hundreds of protest¬ 
ers who tried to defy a ban on 
demonstrations on the city’s 
Taksim Square on the anniversa- 
ly ot clashes that prompted a na-

has been the scene of protests that nave 
dogged the government tor months. 

Rallies also took place across Asia, in¬ 


cluding in Hong Kong, Jakarta, Kuala Lumpur, 
Singapore, Taipei and Seoul, where the annual 
protest took a sombre tone in the wake of the 
bouth Korean ferrv disaster.

Global press freedom slips to decade low 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - World press freedom has hit its low¬ 
est level in a decade after a regression in Egy'pt, Turkey and 
Ukraine, and US eiLorts to curb national security' reporting, 
Freedoiit House said yesterday. Ot the 197 countries and terri¬ 
tories evaluated ilt 2013, 63 were rated “free,” 68 "partly free” 
and 66 "not tree.” The top-ranked were the Netherlands, Nor¬ 
way and Sweden, and the lowest North Korea, which ranked 
just behind Turknienistan and Uzbekistan.

her Masters. She is currently 
Associate Dean tor Women 
m Medicine and Science and 
Associate Professor in the 
Department of Humanities 
Health and Society at the 
Herbeit Wertheim College 
of Medicine, Florida Inter¬ 
national University^ (blbl) 

Div Viamonte Ros dived 
right into che main theme of 
the CARPHA 2014, citing 
startling statistics for the re¬ 
gion and the world regard¬ 
ing chronic ailments. Going 
back to 2005, statistics re¬ 
vealed that Cardiovascular 
Disease was responsible for 
30% of the 53 million glob¬ 
al deaths, equal to the total 
for all communicable dis¬ 
eases. maternal and perinatal 
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conditions, and nutrition¬ 
al deficiencies, combined. 
Add to that 9^% dying from 
diabetes related aliments, 
7% from chronic respirato- 


ry diseases and anot 
from misc chronic aliments, 
plus 13% from cancer, and 
the numbers show that the 
over w h el mi ng per c elita ge 

ot global mortality is due to 
chronic conditions, of which 
their may be some heredi¬ 
tary inclination, but the ma¬ 
jority are being manifested 
y poor eatiiig habits and 
a sedentary' lifestyle, which 
means they are preventable, 
but statistics show they are 
oil an alarming upswing 
from 2001 until today. 

Aside from the long term 
toll on patients aiiT their 
families, the hnancial toll 
It is taking on health sys¬ 
tems and national econo¬ 
mies demands attention. In 
2010, 2.493 trillion dollars 
was “lost globally to chron¬ 
ic health care, and can be 
expected to grow by 143% 
over the next 20 years,’’ re¬ 
po it ^ed Dr. Viamonte Ros. 

Sh e c ont i nu ed by d efl at i ng 
a number of myths that exist 
about these chronic diseases 
that inhibit the public from 
taking them as seriously as 
they should in how' they 
raise their children and con¬ 
duct their lives. One is the 
belief that they' are ailmeiits 
'^affecting mainly high in¬ 
come countries.” Records 
show that high income 
nations are responsible for 
only 20% of recorded cases, 
where low income and low¬ 
er-middle income countries 
account for 35% and 37% of

Another myrth is that 
chronic and cardiovascular 
disease is a “men’s illness,” 
particularly in the Caribbe¬ 
an, where women are no¬ 
toriously oveivveight and 
obese. As of 2003, 54% of 
those in the Caribbean suf- 
f eri ng tli c ard i ova scu - 

lar disease and diabetes are 
women of all ages.

slid in to challenge Joz^' Alti dore, causing the Black 
Cats striker to tumble evetr though there was lit¬ 
tle intentional contact. Fabio Borim conveited the 
spot-kick to seal a Sunderland victoiy w hich d ealt a 
major blow to Chelsea’s hopes of winning the Pre¬ 
mier League and ended Mourinho's 77-game un¬ 
beaten run in league matches at Stamtord Bridge.

LONDON - Spain dreamed 
Wednead-ay ot an unprecedented 
Madrid derby final to tbe Cbam- 
pions League^ as the nation’s sport¬ 
ing press gloated over Real Madrid’s 
demolition ot tbe migbry Bayern 
Mu nick. 

Atletico Madrid set up a Ch am- 
pjons League final against city rivals 
Real Madrid after coming from be¬ 
lli nd to win .3-1 at Chelsea in their 
semi-final second leg on Wednesday. 

Atletico will now face rivals Real 
Madrid in the final in Lisbon on Sat¬ 
urday, May 24 in the first European 
final to be contested by two clubs 
from the same city. 

Chelsea manager Jose Mounnho, 
meanwhile, was denied a reunion 
with his former employers Real, with 
whom he had also experienced semi-final disap¬ 
pointment m each of the previous three seasons. 

Meanwhile Pep Guardiola has been left pick¬ 


ing up the pieces amidst the fall-out from Bay¬ 
ern Munich’s historic 4-0 hammering at home 
to Real Madrid which dethroned the Champions 
League holders. 

Bayern suffered their heaviest 
home defeat m European competi¬ 
tion on Tuesday, losing the semi-fi¬ 
nal 5-0 on aggregate, with Guar- 
diola admitting he made nustakes 
with both his tactics and selection 
in Munich. 

Bayern had never previously lost 
in Europe by more than two 
in Munich and the defeat 
mockeiy' of their dream to become 
the first team to successhilly defend 
the champions League title. 

Even with their European crown 
now gone, Guardiola has still won
